Increase,” “Judge Warns Parents.” 


Those are but a few of the 
stark headlines which scream 
ominously from our daily news- 
papers. Abroad today are such 
contributing conditions as these— 
For the year 1942 in the cases of 
boys under 21 there were increas- 
es of arrests over the previous 
year: for disorderly conduct 26 
percent, for assault 17 percent, for 
drunkenness 30 percent and for 
rape 10 percent. For girls under 
21 the FBI shows an increase of 55 
percent in arrests; arrests for 
drunkenness an increase of 40 
percent over the previous year, 
for disorderly conduct 69 percent, 
for homicide 29 percent, for pros- 
titution 69 percent, for other sex 
offenses 104 percent, for vagrancy 
24 percent. “The increases were 
greatest among girls 15, 16, 17, 18, 
19, but even among girls under 15, 
there was an increase of over 49 
percent. Today the situation. is 
worse,” says J. Edgar Hoover. He 
also added, “This country is in 
deadly peril. We can win this war 
and still lose freedom for all 
America, for a creeping rot of 
moral disintegration is eating into 
our nation. I am not easily alarm- 
‘ed or easily shocked, but today, 
like thousands of others, I am 
both ALARMED AND SHOCKED. 
The arrests of teen-age boys and 
girls all over the country are stag- 
gering. Some of the crimes young- 
sters are committing are almost 
unspeakable: prostitution, mur- 
der, rape. These are ugly words 
but this is an ugly situation. You 
read in the news columns of the 
most flagrant cases — the sordid 
movie theater gang assault in 
New York—the vicious railroad 
track murder in Houston—the 
tragic case of the sixteen year old 
boy who killed his little sister af- 
ter unmentionable cruelties. These 
are not isolated horrors from an- 
other world—they are danger sig- 
nals which every parent, every 
responsible American should 
heed.” 


When we reflect that nearly 20 
percent of our crime is committed 
by boys and girls less than voting 
age, this fact together with all 
the foregoing facts and figures 
portend dark days ahead for a na- 
tion whose criminal army already 
aggregates 4,750,000 and costs ap- 
proximately $15,000,000,000 annu- 
ally. Of this crime army nearly 
1,000,000 teen-age boys and girls 
like some great blighting plague 
are sweeping across the country- 
side. This crime ladened, sex- 
maddened, beer-drinking, mari- 
juana smoking,  theater-going, 
“gang” of boys and girls is with- 
out question the most serious 
menace in America and easily con- 
stitutes the FIFTH COLUMN 
within our gates. 


Parental Delinquency 


LISTEN, MOTHER AND DAD! 
This writer believes it is not so 
much a matter of youth delin- 
quency as it is a “mother and fath- 
er delinquency.” Harvey Fire- 
stone, Jr., says, “The seeds of 
‘ crime are fertilized by a laxity in 
the rearing of children and bring 
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forth a bumper crop of criminals.” 


J. Edgar Hoover, the nation’s 
best authority on this subject, 
says, “Every new case that comes 
to my desk adds to the over- 
whelming evidence that when 
youth commits crime,.a greater 
crime has already been commit- 
ted in the home. The first respon- 
sibility rests upon ‘parents’.”

“And WeAre NotSaved”

One day I saw a doctor operate 
on a patient, a boy about twelve 
years old. The doctor was taking 
out his appendix. I never saw a 
man concentrate as he did. Every 
nurse was on her tiptoes mentally. 
Everybody was bending over the 
job. When the operation was over, 
I said, “Doctor, yeurs is a tremen- 
dously important job.” 

Without a momen’t hesitation 
he looked me in the eye and said, 
“Not as important as yours.” 

I said, “Doctor, you are right. 
You deal with lives. I deal with 
souls.” 

I am dealing with éternal des- 
tinies tonight. There may be some- 
body in this service tonight who 
will never hear the gospel again. 
It may be that God sent you to 
this service tonight just to give 
you another chance to be saved. 

I am not going to try to preach 
you a big sermon. I am going to 
try to make you face the issue to- 
night. I am going to see to it, God 
helping me, that every one of you 
who listen face the issue of your 
soul. I have not done my duty as 
a preacher until I have taken the 
blood of a sinner off my hands and 
thrown it back on his own soul. 
My duty is to so preach when I 
stand before a crowd that every- 
body there who goes out unsaved 
has no excuse. That is my respon- 
sibility. No preacher has _ dis- 
charged his obligation until he has 
left everybody who hears him 


without excuse. I am going to try 
to do that tonight. This is my text: 
“And we are not saved.” That is a 
part of the twentieth verse of the 
eighth chapter of the book of Jer- 
emiah. The whole verse says: “The 
harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved.” 


Every Person Saved or Lost 

There are just two classes of 
people here tonight: the saved and 
the unsaved. There is no middle 
ground to this question. You can- 
not be neutral. When Jesus Christ 
was in this world He said very 
definitely: ‘You are either with Me 
or you are against Me.’ There is 


no middle ground. When any great | 


issue comes up nobody can be neu- 
tral. You have to be on one side 
or the other. When any right and 
wrong principle is set forth, you 
have to take one side or the other. 
There was a time in this country 
when a man might be a pretty 
good American citizen and be pro- 
German. But that time came to an 
end—we went to war with Ger- 
many. Everybody in America in 
recent years has been either for 
Uncle Sam or has been for Ger- 
many. Everybody in America has 
been for Uncle Sam or has been 
for Japan. There is no middle 
ground to it. You cannot be neu- 
tral. It is impossible to be neutral 
in issues of this kind. You are on 
one side or the other.

Tongues No Evidence of Holy Spirit Baptism. 
. A False and Heretical Tongues Movement in Bible Times at Corinth. 
. Tongues Are for a Sign, Not to Them That Believe But to Them That

Last week in the article, “Speak- 
ing With Tongues,” the editor 
showed what speaking in tongues 
was like in Bible times. It was 
a miraculous speaking to those 
of other nationalties in their own 
languages. The “speaking ‘in 
tongues” that occurred at Pente- 
cost was well understood by those 
who heard them speaking, each 
one ‘in his own language wherein 
he was born.’ There was no con- 
fusion, no speaking in a language 
which could not be understood by 
those present, and did not edify, 
at Pentecost. The Bible does not 
teach that New Testament Chris- 
tians ever spoke in some heaven- 
ly language, not regularly spoken 
by man. We noticed also that 
people in Bible times understood 
what they said when the Spirit 
moved them, and that “the spirits 
of the prophets are subject to the 
prophets,” and that speaking in 
tongues (foreign languages) was 
never intended for all Christians. 
Besides, it was the last mentioned 


and least important of spiritual 


gifts and was given no promi- 
nence among New § Testament 
Christians except in the case of 
the carnal and worldly-minded 
Corinthians. Even there it was 
severely rebuked by Paul (I Cor. 
chapter 14), who, by divine in- 
spiration, urged the Corinthians 
to covet earnestly the BEST gifts 


and seek “rather that ye may 
prophesy” instead of talking in 
tongues. Seeking to speak in 


tongues (foreign languages) was 
discouraged by the Holy Spirit, 
who had Paul to write that he 
had rather speak five words with 
his understanding than ten thou- 
sands words in an unknown ton- 
gue! 

My conclusion, expressed last 
week was, “The modern tongues 
movement is not what Christians 
had in the book of Acts” and 
again, “I am_é convinced that 
speaking in tongues as taught and 
practiced by various branches of 
Pentecostal people is contrary to 
the teachings of the New Testa- 
ment and the example of the 
apostles.” !

Tongues No Evidence of Holy 
Spirit Baptism 


One of the chief claims of those 
who take part in the modern 
tongues movement is that speak- 
ing in tongues is the ‘initial evi- 
dence’ of the batism of the Holy 
Ghost. It is often taught that 
speaking in tongues is done in 
two ways, (1) that every Chris- 
tian, if truly baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, will manifest it by 
speaking in tongues, and (2) some 
Christians have the gift of tongues 
and can speak in tongues at will 
or at least frequently. 


The Pentecostal position is 
wrong on both these points. On 
the second question, it is true that 
there was in Bible times such a 
thing as a gift of tongues whereby 
some people were miraculously 
empowered -to speak the gospel 
to unsaved people of other lang- 
uages who heard them, as a sign 
to these unbelievers. Whether all 
these gifts are in existence today, 
the Bible does not say. At least

But 
their souls, and your soul, will 
never die. Your body will get 
old and feeble, and you will totter 
along down the road; but on and 
on and on forever your soul lives. 
Salvation is important, but some 
of you are not saved. 


The Cost of the Salvation 
You Reject 


And let me stop here to say 
emphatically that salvation costs 
an awful lot. I spoke to you this 
afternoon about the cross. We 
sing 
In the cross of Christ I glory 


Towering o’er the wrecks of 
time, 

but men and women, that cross 
has not always been a glorious 
cross. People wear crosses on 
necklaces these days. You never 
saw anybody wear, a watch fob 
or a necklace in the shape of an 
electric chair. You never saw any- 
body, wear the image of a man 
hanging by the neck for a watch 
fob or a necklace. And yet the 
cross was the most shameful way 
of death the-world ever knew. It 
was worse than an electric chair. 
It was worse than a gas chamber. 
It was worse than a gallows on 
which men hang. It did not look 
like it looks now when Jesus hung 
on it. Everything that Jesus ever 
touched He purified. He touched 
childhood into beauty. He put 
His arms around the cradles of 
the world and babyhood has never 
been the same. He touched wom- 
anhood into queenly beauty. Be-

fore He came, girl babies were 
not welcome and women were 
slaves. But when He came from 
Heaven to earth by way of the 
body of a virgin He crowned 
woman queen and put her on a 
throne. When He hung on the 
cross in ignominy and shame, He 
made it so beautiful that men 
have. put it on churches. 


But, oh, that cross! I told you 
today about it. He lived in the 
shadow of the cross all His life 
He was misunderstood. You 
would have thought anybody 
would have understood Jesus. 
Little babies would come to Him. 
A wicked woman passed a home 
where He was eating, and said, 
“Yonder is my Friend. He will 
not kick me around.” She went 
in and poured out her tears and 
washed His feet and kissed them 
and dried them with her hair. 


Anybody could get to Him. But 
He was so misunderstood. People 
said everything about Him. They 
talked about Him. They even 
accused Him of being in business 
with Beezlebub, the prince of de- 
mons. How He was slandered! 
How He was misunderstood! Yet 
He was so approachable. The 
meanest thing ever said about 
Jesus was said one day by some

know who our father is.’

They whispered 
around in Nazareth about it. No

story about Mary, haven’t you?

that was what they thought about 
Him. The Bible says He made the 
world. He was in the world; the 
world did not even know Him. 
They did not know who that Baby 
was. They did not know who it 
was walking around among them. 

When I was a boy in southeast 
Alabama, a woman along in years 
moved into an old deserted farm 


house out in the middle of a fielde 


She had a little girl about ten 
years old. There were no bad 
women in my country in those 
days. There were no divorced 
women. And this woman had a 
little girl. Everybody whispered 
around that that girl did not have 
a legal father. Her mother had 
never been married. She came 
to our country school. She used 
to bring her dinner in a little tin 
bucket, a little lard bucket. The 
lard had been emptied out, and 
she would put her little lunch in 
there and bring it to school. Noon 
would come and all the happy 
children from homes of respect- 
ability would walk out and sit 
down on a log while they ate their 
lunches. Nobody would go about 
that little girl. I can see her now 
in that little calico dress, and with 
her little bucket, sitting out there 
all alone on the log. Sometimes 
I feel like I want to cry when I 
think of it. I wish I had gone 
and sat down by her. I think 
about it now. 


All the life of Jesus was like 
that. He lived in the, shadow of 
misunderstanding, and the shadow 
of shame. Then one day He was 
nailed to a cross. When He hung 
on that cross He was naked. -No- 
bady was ever as modest as Jesus. 
The purest girl who ever blushed 
with modesty was not as refined 
as He was. One time He was ix 
a boat; there were some rough 
fishermen there. They were naked 
and when they looked at Him and 
knew who He was they leaped 
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into the water and made a gar- 
ment out of the lashing waves to 
hide their nakedness from Him. 
But there He was, on the cross, 
naked, with the mob about Him, 
howling, cursing, mocking. There 
He hung. The men who cruci- 
fied Him were down at the foot 
of the cross gambling for His 
robe. Do you know why Jesus 
hung in naked shame? He did 
that so you would have something 
to wear in Heaven. He wanted 
you to have a robe of righteous- 
ness, a spotless robe, so some day 
you could walk down streets of 
gold under a cloudless sky and in 
an atmosphere of purity and yet 
never be ashamed. That is what 
it cost.

But some of you are not saved. 
You are not.saved and your 
chances of being saved are pass- 
ing every day. You have the 
poorest chance this Sunday night | 
to be saved that you have ever 
had in your life.

Count Zinzendorf of Herrnhut, 
Germany, led the great Moravian 
revival, the influence of which 
went around the world and re- 
Sulted in multiplied thousands of 
conversions. He believed in and 
sought and had a heavenly anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, power from 
on high. He got it without speak- 
ing in tongues. 

John Wesley was far more than 
the founder of Methodism. He 
was the instrument used under 
God for the salvation of multi- 
tudes. The great revivals which 
swept England and much of 
America as a result of the bless- 
ing of God upon his ministry have 
never died. He spoke much of 
“the gift of the Spirit” and of “the 
witness of the Spirit.” We believe 
that he truly had fulfilled in him 
the promise of Acts 1:8, “Ye shall 
receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth.” Yet 
he had it without speaking in 
tongues. 


Charles Spurgeon, the great 
English Baptist, was pastor, au- 
thor, and founder of missionary 
enterprises and pastors’ college, 
whose sermons in printed form 
yet thrill and bless thousands.

Yet 
he never spoke in tongues, never 
believed in it, but opposed it,

tongues. Neither did Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman nor Sam Jones nor 
Certainly these 
cases prove that one can be filled 
with the Spirit of God without 
speaking with tongues, that 
speaking with tongues is not nec- 
esary as a proof of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. 


It is surprising, but true, that 
this false doctrine, that speaking 
with tongues is a necessary evi- 
dence of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, has not a single verse of 
Scripture to support it. Not one 
time does the Bible say that 
speaking with tongues is the Bible 
evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit or of any other work 
of the Holy Spirit. 

In fact, the Bible plainly tells 
us what evidence to expect when 
one is filled with the Holy Spirit. 
Jesus said to His disciples who 
were waiting for Pentecost, “Ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me...” 
(Acts 1:8). Soul-winning power 
was the evidence the disciples 
were commanded to expect when 
the Holy Spirit came upon them. 
Soul-winning power is what we 
need. All the tongues in the 
world Would not indicate that a 
Christian had the Spirit of Christ 
if he did not win souls in the 
power of the Holy Spirit. If one 
has this Heavenly gift, this power 
of the Spirit to witness for Christ, 
then that itself is proof enough 
and needs no talking in unknown, 
languages to prove the presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit. 
Talking in a foreign language or 
a language no one understands, 
confusion and selfish ecstasy, even 
though one uses (as Paul says) 
“ten thousand words in an un- 
known tongue,” are all no evi- 
dence that the Spirit of God has 
fallen upon His people. God's 
Word names the evidence in Acts 
1:8 and we must not allow anyone 
to substitute the tongues for the 
power which God promised. 


Bible Cases of People Filled With 
the Spirit Without Talking in 
Tongues 


In three cases people were filled 
with the Spirit and were miracu- 
lously used of God to speak in 
other languages. They are de- 
scribed in Acts 2:4, Acts 10:46 and 
Acts 19:6. But in numerous other 
cases in the Bible people were fill- 
ed with the Holy Spirit AND DID 
NOT SPEAK WITH OTHER 
LANGUAGES.

Acts 2:4 notice these nine 
“And they were all filled 
In that 
case they spoke in other languages 
by the miraculous power of God. 
Now look at Acts 4:31 and read 
again the same nine words about 
“And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost.” 
Check carefully and you will see 
that exactly the same words are 


used in both cases. 
this second case they did not 
speak in other tongues! They 
were filled with the Spirit and 
spoke with other tongues at Pen- 
tecost. They were filled with the 
Spirit and did not speak with 
other tongues, a little later. Cer- 
tainly this proves that speaking 
in tongues is not necessary to be- 
ing filed with the Holy Spirit. 


Some other cases where people 
were filled wtih the Holy Ghost 
in Bible times and yet speaking 
in other languages is not men- 
tioned are in Luke 1:15; Luke 
1:41; Luke 1:67. In that one chap- 
ter we are told that John the 
Baptist, his mother Elizabeth, and 
his father Zacharias were each 
separately “filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” The same term is used as 
that in Acts 2:4. The same essen- 
tial thing happened as at Pente- 
cost. Yet none of these “spoke 
with tongues.” 


The deacons at Jerusalem were 
filled with the Holy Spirit (Acts 
6:3, 5), particularly Stephen. Ste- 
phen was full of the Holy Ghost 
again as recorded in Acts 7:55, 
and we are told what he said. 
Philin, preached in Samaria and 
had a great revival and Peter and 
John came and prayed for the 
converts “that they might receive 
the Holy Ghost” and they did 
(Acts 8:14-17). Yet not a word 
is said about any of these deacons 
or the converts at Samaria speak- 
ing in other tongues or languages, 
neither at their conversions, nor 
when they were first filled with 
the Holy Spirit, nor afterwards. 


Paul the apostle is a good ex- 
ample. We are definitely told ex- 
actly when he was first filled with 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 9:17). And 
yet Paul, whose labors were 
more abundant than any other 
apostle, never talked with other 
languages ,at that time. Paul 
preached in many languages to 


hint in the Bible that he ever 


However, in | 


many people, but there is never aj. 


spoke in any language when peo- 
ple were not present who under- 
stood it. Paul did not need speak- 
ing in tongues as a sign that he 
was filled with the Holy Ghost. 
He had soul-winning power to 
witness for Christ. That was the 
thing that was promised, and that 
is the evidence he had. You may 
have the same evidence which 
was promised in Acts 1:8. 
Certainly any open-minded 
Christian who reads these Scrip- 
tures must see that speaking in 
tongues was never intended as an 
evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. 


A False and Heretical Tongues 
Movement in Bible Times 
at Corinth 

Today we have people who seek 
some outward show instead of in- 
ward power. Today we have peo- 
ple (unlike Paul) who would 
rather speak ten thousand words 
in an unknown tongue than five

words with the understanding! 
They, perhaps unconsciously, 
sometimes seek the praise of men 
rather than the power of God. 
Well, that is not surprising for 
there were the same kind of weak. 
superficial and mistaken Chris- 
tians in Bible times as there are 
now. Nearly every kind of heresy 
of modern times was first exhibit- 
ed in the churches mentioned in 
the New Testament. The church 
in the city of Corinth seems to 
have had more heresy and divi- 
sions: than most of the other 
churches. They divided over Paul. 
Cephas, Apollos and Christ! (1 
Cor. 1:12). Some of them got 
drunk at the Lord’s Supper (1 
Cor. 11:21). They kept in mem- 
bership and fellowship a man liv- 
ing in open shame with his step- 
mother (I Cor. 5:1). Their women 
took too prominent a part in the 
church services and had to be re- 
buked by the apostle (I Cor. 
14:34-35). And here at Corinth 
the modern false and perverted 
tongues movement seems to have 
started. A study of Paul’s rebuke 
in~the fourteenth, chapter of I 
Corinthians shows that the doc- 
trine and practice of the Chris- 
tians at Corinth of the tongues 
movement was not what the 
apostles had had at Pentecost. 
These Christians that Paul brands 
as “carnal” and not “spiritual,” as 
“babes,” not able to bear spiritual 
meat, became fanatical on the 
tongues matter, perverted the 
Lord's teaching on it, and gave it 
undue importance. And it result- 
ed in the same kind of confusion. 
false doctrine, women preachers 
and lack of edification which ac- 
companies the tongues movement 
today! 


Paul knew that the Corinthian 
Christians were “ignorant” “con- 
cerning spiritual gifts’ (I Cor. 
12:1). He, inspired of God, used 
12, 13 and 14, of 
I Corinthians, in dispelling their 
ignorance and correcting their 
mistake about spiritual gifts. In 
this _passage more is said about 
the tongues question than in all 
the rest of the Bible together. In 


. 12:30 he teaches that all do not 


speak with tongues. In 12:31 he 
Starts out to show them a better 
way than tongues. In 13:1 he says 
that if one talked in all the lan- 
guages of men and of angels be- 
sides, without love, he would still 
+be like sounding brass and tin- 
kling cymbals. In 14:1 he urges 
them to desire spiritual gifts, but 
rather prophecy ti..n tongues, 
since speaking in a language not 
known by those who hear it can- 
not edify them.. Paul particularly 
rebuked either praying or speak- 
ing in a language not known by 
those present (I Cor. 14:6, 14-15). 
Then Paul gave some rigid rules 
to control this heresy and to bring 
the people of Corinth back to a 


spiritual understanding of the 
tongues question. 
These heretical and carnal 


Christians at Corinth did not have 
what Christians had at Pentecost. 
For one thing, the tongues or 
languages in which the people 
were speaking at Corinth were 
not miraculously given. That busy 
city, where so much of the com- 
merce of the world came, had 
people of many, many dialects, 
both Jews and Gentiles. They 
began to make much of speaking 
in different languages in the serv- 
ices, whether anybody else could 
understand them or not. They 
Were not using some special and 
blessed manifestation of God, 
given by the Holy Spirit to edify 
the people. Instead, they had 
confusion, many talking at once, 
each trying to imitate the heaven- 
ly gift. God was not the author 
of the confusion, Paul said (I Cor. 
14:33). Paul would not be rebuk- 
ing what the Holy Spirit had giv- 
en. The fact that it was confu- 
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sion proved it was not of God. 
The fact that Paul rebuked it is 
further proof that it was not of 
God. The fact that it did not 
edify the church proved that it 
was not of God. The tongues 
movement at Corinth was very 
much like the modern heresy of 
the tongues movement. However, 
there seems to have been this dif- 
ference — even at Corinth they 
spoke certain regular and natural 
languages and spoke them as a 
result of human learning. As far 
as we know the so-called “un- 
known tongues” of the modern 
tongues movement was lacking. 
The languages that they, in their 
pride, used to impress each other 
were regular languages. The 


learned people could speak more 


the unlearned or uneducated peo- 
ple could not understand what 
was said in the testimonies when 
other languages than their own 
were used. This you see from I 
Corinthians 14:16, 23. Paul said, 
“How shall he that occupieth the 
room of the UNLEARNED say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks. 
seeing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest?” That is, when the 
one giving thanks spoke in an- 
other language, he did not under- 
stand. Again Paul said that when 
people talked in various languages 


|}modern tongues, movement has 
gone beyond the heresy at Corinth. 


Notice again that the speaking 


interpretation which was prac- 
ticed at Corinth, was not super- 
natural. God did not do it. It was 
not the result of the Spirit’s work- 
ing. Carnal-minded Christians, 
saved people who were not devel- 
oped. in spiritual things, simply 


show off, whether anybody else 
was edified or not. Had it been 
of God, Paul would not have re- 
buked it. There was a spiritual 
gift of speaking in tongues, and 
some Corinthian Christians may 
have had it, but that is not what 
their trouble was, not what Pauli 
was discussing in I Corinthians, 
chapter 14. 


God Never Gave a Language (or 

Tongue) to Anybody Except That 

Others Might Hear and Under- 
stand and Be Instructed By It 


Put this down and remember it 
—God never works foolishly. God 
never gave anybody the power to 
speak in a language except in or- 
der that somebody should hear in 
that language and be edified by 
it. God never gave anybody the 
power to interpret language ex- 
cept to interpret some foreign. lan- 
guage to people in his own tongue 
so that they would be blessed. In 
other words, God never gave any- 
body power either to speak in an- 
other language or to understand 
another language except that 
somebody should be edified (in- 
structed or inspired) by the ‘gift. 
The spiritual gifts mentioned in I 
Corinthians 12 were all meant for 
objective blessings and never just 
for the enjoyment of the one who 
received the gift. Read I Corin- 


thians 12:28. Apostles were not 
made apostles just to please them- 
selves. Prophets were not made 
prophets just to prophesy to them- 
selves.-Teachers were never made 
teachers just to enjoy the Word of

“In I Corinthians 14:4 Paul said,

does not edify the church, so he 
is commanded to speak to himself 
alone and to God. But notice that 
is not a miraculous speaking in 
tongues, not “the gift of tongues,” 
not what the disciples had at 
Pentecost. It is all right for a 
native German to praise God in 
German or pray or sing in Ger- 
man. But it is not right for him 
to do that in an English-speaking

ing him. Or one who talks in a 
gibberish he himself does not un-

In the same verse he 
adds, “But prophesying serveth 
not for them that believe not, but 
for them which believe.” In oth- 
er words, Paul said there is no 
use for a Christian*to talk in some 
other language if he alone hears

If you read over the fourteenth 
chapter of I Corinthians carefully 
with this in mind, you will see 
that again and again Paul rebukes 
| the idea of talking before people 
in a language that they do not 
understand. He says that even 
musical instruments like the pipe 
or harp or trumpet are never used 
except to give some known dis- 
tinction in sound (I Cor. 14:7, 8). 
Ir our services we never use the 
plano except that the notes played 
have a very definite meaning, Our 
people can all tell the difference 
between the notes of “In the 
Sweet By and By” or “When the 
Roll Is Called Up Yonder.” Paul 
says that the trumpet (or bugle) 
in the army would be of no use if 
there were no distinct and well 
understood difference in the calls 
“reveille”’ or “charge” or “re- 
treat.” The whole argument is 
this, that it is useless and foolish 
to talk and people not know what 
you mean. That is Paul’s argu- 
ment against the tongues heresy. 
It is still an unanswerable argu- 
ment. Remember that argument 
is divinely inspired, and man can- 
not answer the arguments of God! 

Let us not make an artificial 
imitation of Pentecost like the 
carnal Christians of Corinth did. 


Tongues a “Sign” to 
Unbelievers 


In I Corinthians 14:22 Paul said, 
“Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
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Savior

But to speak in a language or 
noise that neither you nor the 
Chinaman understood would not 
be a sign to him.

At the close of this long pas- 
sage including I _ Corinthians, 
chapters 12, 13 and 14, Paul says, 
“But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant.” Paul has ex- 
hausted the subject! He starts the 
discussion in I Corinthians 12:1, 
“Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant.” If after three chapters

says, then let them stay ignorant! 
To some people you cannot prove 
a matter by the Word of God, 
They prefer their own experiences 
or opinions or reason. Carnal- 
minded or prejudiced people, who 
seek to make a big impression on 
others by what they call “speak- 
ing in tongues,” may not listen to 
the message of God in these chap- 
ters. Such people, Paul con- 
cludes. must remain spiritually ig- 
norant on the question. 


Then Paul closes the chapter in 
verses 39 and 40 with these words: 


“Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. Let all things be 
done decently and in order 
“Forbid not to speak with 
tongues,” Paul says, or so that 
you will not misunderstand it, 
| ‘Forbid not people to speak in dif- 


languages.’ (Remember 


that the word tongues means lan- 
guages.) With all the warnings 
'Paul has given, yet he does not 
'mean to forbid that anybody 


| should ever speak in a foreign 


language. In the first place, for-

Frenchman were present In a 
service where most of the people 
understood only English, then the 
Frenchman should be permitted 
to take part as well as others, pro=- 
vided he meets the Bible require- 
ments, that he speak in order, 
that someone interpret what he 
says, etc. Or if an English speak- 
ing man was a missionary among 
the French, and God miraculously

him power to teach and 
ipreach in the French language, 
then we are not to forbid that, 
Summing up the entire three chap-

agrees. It commands the parents, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go.” The child is under no 
obligation to “Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth,” 
if no seed has been sown in his 
heart and life by precept and ex- 
ample which he can “remember.” 


Jesus demanded, “SUFFER lit- 
tle children ... to come unto me,” 
and we lay stress upon the word 
“coffer.” It means “allow, permit, 
let.” and suggests that many a 
parent is not allowing, not. per- 
mitting the-child to “come unto 
Him.” While many a child is half- 
damned before it is born, during 
childhood its doom is almost cer- 
tainly sealed either by the crim- 
inal neglect of its parents or overt 
acts of sin which blight its tender, 
sensitive, eternal soul. 

A child cried out in the night. 
His father rushed into his room 
and gathering him up into his 
arms kissed away his tears. It took 
persuasion to get out of him the 
“ugly dream” which had disturb- 
ed his sleep. Coaxed a little he 
whimpered, “Daddy, I know you 
wouldn’t do it but I dreamed you 
had your hands around my throat 
and were choking me to death.” 
Alas, how true when applied spir- 
itually! 

How unlike the ancient mother 
Rizpah (II Sam. 21: 10) who stood 
over the bodies of her dead sons 
shooing away the vultures by day 
and driving off the beasts at mght, 
are the moderns who leave their 
children an open prey of such 


vultures as filthy movies, vicious 
literature, and obscene sex-in- 
flaming stories which they them- 


selves approve. Parents arouse 
yourselves to your God-given re- 
sponsibilities. Keep vigil as di- 
vinely appointed guardians of 
souls. Shoo away the vultures. Ac- 
tion, immediate action, by arous- 
ed, concerned, repentant parents, 
is the only solution to America’s 
fifth Column. Parent, permit me 
to ask you in the words of the 
prophet of old, “Is it well with 
THEE—is it well with THY 
" CHILD?” This parent-child se- 
quence is most emphatic. 

You must lead the way in ac- 
cepting Christ. To a sin-convicted 
father long ago was this promise 
made, “Believe on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and THOU shalt be 
saved, and THY HOUSE” (Acts 
16:31). It is still valid today!
